2. Commander’s Assessment 


NH and NMRTC Beaufort are located on the 123-acre Naval Support Facility (NSF) Beaufort in 
Port Royal, South Carolina. The installation grounds include privatized family housing, 
Bachelor Enlisted Quarters, a Navy Exchange retail store, and a gas station/mini mart. 
Recreational facilities include a softball field, swimming pool, outdoor fitness course, children’s 
playgrounds, racquetball and basketball courts, a disc golf course, a gym, and a fishing pier. 


The primary tenant on NSF Beaufort is the hospital. The staff at the hospital includes personnel 
assigned to one of two federal departments. Defense Health Agency (DHA) staff are part of the 
Department of Defense (DoD) and are assigned to NH Beaufort. Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery (BUMED) staff are part of the Department of the Navy (DoN) and are assigned to 
NMRTC Beaufort. 


The CO is the commander/director of three interrelated organizations. He is the CO of NURTC 
Beaufort, which includes subordinate clinics NMRTU Parris Island and the MCAS Beaufort 
medical/dental clinics. He is also the installation CO of NSF Beaufort. Within the DHA 
structure, he is the Director of NH Beaufort. Prior to 1 October 2023, he was also the Director of 
the Charleston Market. 


On 1 October DHA advanced the Defense Health Network (DHN) model establishing 
geographically aligned DHNs and realigning DHA headquarters staff elements. The DHA Small 
Market and Stand Alone Military Treatment Facility Organization (SSO) went away (making its 
entire lifespan less than two years: established during a DHA ceremony 14 December 2021 at 
Joint Base San Antonio-Kelly Field, Texas; disestablished 30 September 2023). The Charleston 
Market (USAF 628" Medical Group, Naval Health Clinic Charleston (NHCC) & NH Beaufort) 
was realigned: the 628" moved to DHN 2; NH Beaufort and NHCC became part of DHN 5, 
called the Atlantic Network. DHN 5 flag officer is current NMFL RDML Case. 
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NMRTC Beaufort provided health services for an eligible beneficiary population of 
approximately 29,700 people. Enrolled beneficiary population by group included: 


Active Duty: 4322 
Active Duty Family Members: 3,075 
Retired: 1,487 
Retired Family Members: 1,101 

Total = 10,185 


NMRTC Beaufort and NMRTU Parris Island also provided support to approximately 20,000 
(non-enrolled) recruits annually and the Marine Corps mission of “Making Marines” on Marine 
Corps Recruit Depot (MCRD) Parris Island. 


NMRTC Beaufort offered a full complement of medical and dental services. Patient needs that 
exceeded the acuity or scope of services provided by NMRTC Beaufort were referred to the local 
Tricare-approved civilian network for care. 


With NMRTC Beaufort’s two subordinate medical and dental clinics being resident aboard two 
nearby USMC bases (MCRD Parris Island and MCAS Beaufort), installation Command and staff 
from all three locations (sometimes referred to as the Beaufort Tri-Command) liaison 
continuously with Military Treatment Facility (MTF) staff in support of far more than the 
primary mission of medical and dental care. Tri-Command leaders for such programs as public 
affairs, safety, law enforcement, emergency management (EM), public works, antiterrorism, and 
security management interact regularly to strengthen the resiliency of all concerned. This liaison 
extends to non-military partner agencies “outside the gate” such as the Beaufort County Sheriff's 
Office (BCSO) law enforcement team, the BCSO Emergency Management Division, Beaufort 
County Emergency Medical Services, the Beaufort/Town of Port Royal Fire Department, the 
National Park Service, and our closest civilian hospital, Beaufort Memorial Hospital. The 
support and assistance of these and other agencies are invaluable to the command during both 
exercises and real-world emergencies. 


NMRTC Beaufort also enjoys an outstanding partnership with the Veterans Affairs (VA) 
administration, housing a Community Based Outpatient Clinic (CBOC) as a tenant occupying 
the entire fourth floor of the hospital, the North end of the second floor, and joint-use spaces in 
Physical Therapy and Medical Laboratory. Together, under the Lowcountry Federal Healthcare 
Alliance (LFHA), we provide shared services in Physical Therapy, Podiatry, Radiology and 
Dermatology where care is mutually beneficial for both VA and Department of Defense patients. 
Altogether, the VA occupies roughly 19,500 square feet of Naval Hospital Beaufort. 


Some dates and events aboard MCRD Parris Island and MCAS Beaufort are included in this 
report due to the presence of Navy Medicine facilities on those installations and the second and 
third order effects those events had on Navy Medicine personnel. The MCAS Beaufort air show 
in April, for instance, was a major event for all Tri-Command military personnel and family 
members.

200 Sailors from the USS Pinckney (DDG- 
91, an Arleigh Burke class destroyer) were traveling on four busses from Charleston to the 
Beaufort National Cemetery for a wreath-laying ceremony at the grave of the ships’ 
namesake, Petty Officer 1*t Class William Pinckney, who received the Navy Cross during 
World War II for his courageous rescue of a fellow crewmember during the battle of Santa 
Cruz. One of the busses collided with a truck about two miles north of Gardens Corner, 
killing Seaman Apprentice Kip C. J. Baker, 19, of Pittsboro, Indiana, Gas Turbine Systems 
Electrical Technician 2nd Class Alfred J. Concepcion, 25, of Upper Marlboro, Maryland, and 
Fire Controlman Ist Class Michael T. Booker, 33, of Austin, Texas. PAO and Historian 
researched and found that relatives of FC1 Booker normally maintained the memorial, but 
COVID-era restrictions kept them from recent maintenance. In part considered community 
support, and in large part considered a matter of Honor, the NH/NSF/NMRTC Chief’s Mess 
made plans to assist the family with maintaining the site. Upon next visit, however, the site 
was found to have been restored by the family. Note that the 2004 bus accident influenced

**History Week** Part 2 of 5 

Naval Hospital Beaufort turns 74 years old on 29 April 2023. To mark the occasion, every 
day this birthday-week we’ll release a glimpse of how the hospital came to be. Congress 
appropriated funds for a new Naval Hospital in Beaufort early in 1944, and the process of 
designing the building began. That fall BUMED directed Captain Walter J. Pennell, Medical 
Corps, USN, 39th CO of Naval Hospital Parris Island (of 42), to work with the Sixth Naval 
District Medical Officer (headquartered at the Charleston Navy Yard) to investigate potential 
sites for the hospital. A board in Washington D.C. considered their recommendations and 
selected the site where NHB now stands. On 18 May 1945, J.N. Pease and Company 
finished a topographical survey of the site. The ruins of Fort Frederick (an early 1700’s 
British fort), existing roadways and buildings, individual trees, and even a cemetery are all 
shown on the survey. By 5 June 1945 J.S. Newlin and H.R. Rembert, appraisers, completed 
a drawing showing the then-current owners of the land. Three families owned much of the 
land. Margaret Van Emburgh (tract 37) and her husband were both medical doctors. It was 
their house (prominent in the surveys) that became Quarters A, the residence for future NHB 
Commanding Officers. Evy Ryan (tract 24) was also married to a physician. The main 
hospital building is on land once owned by Elizabeth Sylvan (tract 36); her husband Johannes 
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and his brother founded a jewelry store in Columbia that still operates today. Many other 
landholders owned smaller tracts. Over the period 1945-1946, piece by piece, the US 
Government purchased all the land we now call Naval Support Facility Beaufort, the host 
installation for US Naval Hospital Beaufort.

**History Week** Part 3 of 5 

Thank you for celebrating together 
with us as Naval Hospital Beaufort 
approaches 74 years of service to our 
nation. Saturday, 29 April 2023 is the 
anniversary of our commissioning, and 
we’re happy to continue the tale of 
how we came to be. By June of 1946 
the Navy began clearing the grounds. 
The tabby ruins of Fort Frederick were 
not disturbed. Approximately fourteen 
late 1800’s and early 1900’s dwellings 
and outbuildings were razed, though 
the Navy retained the Van Emburgh 
house (soon to be Quarters A) and a 
small brick fishing and recreational 
lodge built by Dr. Wescoat Adalbert 
Black (tract 39), later designated 
building 24. The Bureau of Yards and 
Docks in Charleston received contract 
bids to build the hospital in June of 
1946. Thompson & Street, a firm from 
Charlotte, NC, entered the low bid of 
$7,220,060.00. One month later their 
representatives were called to 
Washington for discussions, and on 18 
July they were awarded the contract. 
The groundbreaking ceremony was on 
31 July, less than two weeks after the

military luminaries present:

**History Week** Part 4 of 5 

We’re excited to tell you that people 
have been reaching out to us with 
fascinating details about the 
relationships they and their families 
have had with Naval Hospital Beaufort 
over many decades. We are deeply 
grateful, and we look forward to 
hearing and seeing more of the 
treasures of history you have to share. 
Now for more about how we were 
born into this beautiful Lowcountry 74 
years ago this Saturday. Construction 
of NHB took place from 1946 mid- 
summer to the spring of 1949. Work 
proceeded for a few months after the July 1946 groundbreaking with workers driving piles 
and installing concrete foundations. Then everything came to a halt as the crew waited on 
structural steel which was in short supply due to the lingering effects of wartime shortages. 
In March of 1947 the steel arrived, and general construction restarted. During the next two 
years, building proceeded as rapidly as available material and skilled labor made possible. 
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Work on auxiliary buildings began in 
1947, with Thompson & Street again 
the low bidders at a figure of 
$1,847,441.00. On 18 July 1947, 
nearly a year after the groundbreaking 
ceremony, the builders laid the 
cornerstone for the hospital. The 
public was invited, and several 
speakers (including Representative 
Rivers) addressed the crowd. During 
the ceremony, Surgeon General 
RADM C.A. Swanson, MC, USN 
placed historic papers dating back to 
1863 in a copper receptacle which was 
deposited in the cornerstone. Among 
those papers was the first request for a 
Naval Hospital to be built in this area. 
When you visit the hospital by way of 
the Quarterdeck entrance, look to your 
right before entering and you'll see the 
cormerstone with 1947 boldly 
proclaimed on its face. 700 workers 
used their skills, labor, and dedication, 
plus 20,000 cubic yards of concrete, 
four million bricks, 3,500 tons of steel, 
and $2.5 million in payroll to construct 
Naval Hospital Beaufort. The building 
was a testament to their fine work, and 
they were justly proud of the 
completed masterpiece. An entirely 
different set of deeply committed, highly skilled experts stood ready to bring life to the new 
facility, eager to begin providing world-class, cutting-edge medical care to those in need.

Happy Birthday to Naval Hospital 
Beaufort! We were born into this bit of 
paradise called the Lowcountry 74 years 
ago, and we’ve been fortunate to make 
history here together with you ever 
since. Naval Hospital Beaufort (NHB) 
was scheduled to be commissioned on 
Friday, 22 April 1949. That date 
conflicted with the Azalea Festival in 
Charleston, so Representative L. Mendel 
Rivers talked with Admiral J. J. 
Manning, Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
and got the date moved to the 29th. “TI NHB Commissioned 29 April 1949 
hope the people from Beaufort will go ae 
to Charleston for the Azalea Festival 

and that the people of Charleston will go 
to Beaufort for the dedication of the 
Naval Hospital,” Rivers said. The 
Beaufort Gazette printed a 16-page U.S. 
Naval Hospital Souvenir Edition the day 
before the ceremony. It’s fascinating 
reading for all who are interested in 
NHB and Lowcountry history. Many 
local and national VIPs were present for 
the commissioning, as a glance at the 
seating chart for the ceremony will 
show. Leslie Bert Marshall, CAPT, Ghe Beaufort Gazette

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Navy said they didn’t want overtly military symbols used here (anchors, coats-of-arms, etc.), 
though they wanted something that would speak to the high purpose of the building. 
Chambellan designed symbols representing Sea and Air, the two elemental spheres over 
which the Navy had demonstrated dominance by the end of World War II. (A side note: for 
those who are familiar with the Caldecott Medal - awarded annually to the artist of the most 
distinguished American picture book for children - that too was created by Renee 
Chambellan). The newspaper article in the photos is from the Parris Island Boot. A 
summary of the key dates and events leading up to the commissioning is also below and 
includes many firsts that took place during our inaugural year. 24th US Navy Surgeon 
General Clifford Anders Swanson, RADM, MC, spoke at the commissioning. He finished 
his address with this dedication: “The history of the last war is not yet complete and may not 
soon be complete. But more important than its history is our effort to alleviate the suffering 
from that conflict and to this purpose it is with a grateful heart for our victory that I dedicate 
this hospital as an institution of mercy for the care and comfort of those who have and who 
will offer themselves for the defense of our country and its people.” 29 April 1949 was a 
momentous day. NHB and the citizens of the Lowcountry have walked together now for 74 
years. We are grateful to this community and are honored to be part of the Beaufort family. 
May we celebrate our birthday with you for many years to come. NOTE: We’re indebted to 
BUMED Historian Andre Sobocinski and BUMED Archivist Michael Rhode for helping us 
share NHB history with all who are interested!

Emergency Management (EM) was monitoring Tropical Storm Idalia near the Yucatan 
Peninsula. In a message DTG 271443Z Aug 23, CNRSE ordered NSF Beaufort (host 
installation for NH/NMRTC Beaufort) to attain condition of readiness (COR) 4 no later than 
(NLT) 1000L (L= local time) on Monday, 28 August. EM alerted 13 Incident Management 
Team (IMT) members via AtHoc to attend a Heavy Weather Brief (HWB) on Monday 
morning. 


NSF Beaufort attained COR 4 by 0900L. HWB with CNRSE and FWC-N regarding 


Tropical Cyclone Idalia. CNRSE ordered NSF Beaufort to set COR 3 NLT 1900L (achieved 
at 1351L). CNRSE message DTG 282126Z authorized evacuation under specific conditions 
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for at risk locations. The message did not direct any evacuations but set the framework for 
entitlements associated with any displacement. NH Beaufort began sending Defense Critical 
Information Reports (DCIR) to the DHA SSO and continued to send DCIRs to SSO as 
required throughout storm passage. 


An ATTT active shooter response drill that was scheduled to take place in Medical Home 
Port second deck west wing was cancelled due to making preparations to receive the storm. 


29 At O800L, the BCSO EMD increased their OPCON from 3 (normal operations) to 2 
(enhanced awareness), which activated their EOC at a moderate level. As required by 
OPCON 2, Command liaisons LTJG Tikina S. Carpenter, MSC, USN and HMC(FMP) 
Timothy M. Gorman both reported to the BCSO EMD EOC to log onto Palmetto EOC 
common operating picture under event name “2023 TS IDALIA.”

In 1994, SECNAV John H. Dalton launched 
an initiative seeking representation of 
Latinos in the Officer Corps that reflected 
the US population. Despite Latinos 
representing almost 17% of the total force, 
it remains that only 9% of Naval Officers are 
Hispanic. What barriers, if any, do you 


believe there still are to commissioning for 


latinos in the military? 


I've been in the organization for a couple 
decades now, and while | won't ever sit 
here and be naive and state we all think 

§ the same, | can’t say | have personally 
seen any barriers that would decrease 
any Latino’s chance for commissioning. 
Our heritage runs through so many 
continents, islands, cities, and just 
overall people, you would be surprised 
on how many of our fine humans in the 
Navy share this heritage, just some, 
more than others. 


Lastly, Senior Chief, if you could, please tell us

Medical University of South Carolina in stable condition. The debris field for the aircraft 
was located the following day off Old Georgetown Road near Hemingway in Williamsburg 
County, South Carolina. Following mishap notification, Officer in Charge (OIC) of BHC 
MCAS as a member of the Crisis Management Team, provided recommendations and 
resources to MCAS CO. BHC MCAS EM coordinated medical response to provide support 
during the recovery efforts at the crash site and maintain personnel and scene safety. 
Cumulative medical response involved 5 personnel from MAG-31 and BHC MCAS. BHC 
MCAS EM attended 56 briefings and advised MCAS CO, MAG-31 CO, 20 MAW CG, and 


CNRSE on recommended actions, ensured accurate reporting, and maintained accountability 
of medical personnel and equipment. Coordinated medical coverage for 12 consecutive days 
through management of 5 personnel during operations to locate, investigate and recover asset 
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valued over $100 Million. Continuous medical coverage provided immediate medical 
support to 300 personnel which ensured PPE, DECON, and site safety for local, state, 
federal, USAF, USMC and USN personnel. The aircraft went down on the 17", it was 
ale on the 18"", on the ground medical response began on the 19"" and concluded on the 
29".

Pharmacy. The NMRTC Pharmacy began operations with a new dispensing system in 2023. 
Pharmacy served thousands of beneficiaries, including over 20,000 recruits at MCRD Parris 
Island. With over 200,000 prescriptions and medication orders filled, the Pharmacy team of 23 
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dedicated military and civilian personnel distributed pharmaceuticals worth over $11 million 
dollars.
